Whintever
changes time and Inventive skill and
the necessities of a more crowded ex-
jstence may Linpose upon other regions,
the Americans of the distant future will
see the same scenes and have the same
experiences at his ancstor when he
takes n river journey for plemsure or
rest.

The Misslssippd river steanmboat is
fmpressive and as unlike an ovean, laka
or Hudson river slcamer as one can
fancy, After a olnss Inspection, nobody
f# surprised ta Jearn that It inevitabl»
fote Is to hurn, If It escapes being
cerushed In the ice pt the gpring break-
up. The hull = not visible, the lower
deck rosting apparently on the water.
It is, 0 elfect, w four-story house, each
slory being shorier than the one helow,
The lower dock or first flooy 1§ open
#t the sldes except whers the huge
wheel houses or paddle boxes shut in
the engines and furnaces. On this deck
5 stowed the bulk of the carge, in-
cluding live stock. Tsarrels rolled
Into the shallow hold. The second or
cubin deck not externd caite to
the bow. It has a Jong cabin, with
staternomes on olther slde and the of-
fiee and bar. Above the cabln is the
texas—n shorter house with A chart
room unil the staterooms of tha offi-
CErs, The wholes Is cvowned with a
large pllot houes, open to a dozen fa-
vored passengers at o time. The whole
striacture is possible only becaure there
Are no waves to encounter, and it can
be tied up anywhere in & storm.

NEW MADRILID.

There i always somebody to recall

KINGDOM.=Immediately Jesus te-
gponded to this expressed deslre for in=-
formation by referring to the one great
subject upon which John the Baptist
(Matthew, 11, 2) and He had been
preaching (Matthew, iv, 17), the king-
dom of God which He came to estab-
lish (John xviii, 83), and which the na-
tion expected under the Me=siah.
